molt terrible. and moſt painefull:our Da.

utter darkeneſſe, there ſhall be weeping, 
and gnaſhing of teeth, Math. 25. 30. with 
many the like paraphꝛaſes and denomina- 
tions expꝛelling the like.

This doctrine map be a powerfullmo« 
tive to all wandzing ſinners, that goe a- 
fray after the cozruptions of their owne 
hearfs,inthe deſert paths of diſobedience, 
to returne unto their God by true repen- 
tance,leafk they die the death foz their diC- 
obedience:if the poze ſheepe in the wil, 
dernes did but know, that ik they continne 
firangling from their fould, they would af, 
ſuredly be deboured ol the Wolfe, they 
would ſurely (although wanting reaſon) - 
by the berp condud of ſenſe make. haſt to 
the cuffody of their Shepheard:this then 
being moſt certaine that all that goe as

with. God , who 1s feared by no mans 
greatneſſe, altered by no reward, with 
whom is no changing oꝛ ſhadow of tur- 
ning, and therefo2e his ſentence is unre- 
coverable ; neyther after this life is there 
any time, place oꝛ liberty of repen- 
tance : but as the Tree fals ſoit 
lies,epther to life oz 
deſtruction, 
Amen. 
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
